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Ghana Students 
Demonstrate 
•in Russia

MOSCOW (AP)-Several hun- 


dred students from Ghana and 
other African nations stormed 
Into Red Square today right un- 
der Premier Khrushchev's of- 
fice windows, fought with police 
and tried to brake 
into the 


Kremlin. 
* The students said they were 


protesting the fatal stabbing of 
a student from Ghana by a 
Russian last Friday. 


The Africans broke past bar- 


ricades into Red Square, where 
Russians march on May Day 
and on the anniversary of the 
October 
Revolution. But the 


scene was more reminiscent of 
the wild days of the revolution 
^in J917. 


The students bore a sign 


showing a knife plunged into the 
head of an African. Another 
sign declared: "Friend today, 
the devil tomorrow." 


"Moscow is a second Alaba- 


ma," shouted one student. 


The students fought police all 


the way to Red Square from the 
Ghanian Embassy a mile away, 
where they first gathered. 
,£ They stormed over a barri- 


cade of Soviet trucks at the en- 
trance to Red Square, fighting 
pollice on top of the trucks and 
underneath. 


The big gates of Spasky Tow- 


er, the main entrance from the 
Kremlin 
into 
Red 
Square, 


banged shut as students rolled 
over police opposition and tried 
to get into the Kremlin. 


They stormed past the office 


•of Khrushchev. They were sep- 


arated from his office by the 
big red brick wall of the Krm- 
lin. Whether he was inside his- 
office was not known. 


Inside the Kremlin, the Soviet 


Parliament was meeting, dis- 
cussing the new budget. 


Police apparently at no time 


used their guns to control the 
students. Instead they wheeled 


Aour loud speakers appealing for 
•them to go home. 


"Red Square is closed," one 


of the sound trucks blared out. 
Buti the students paid no atten- 
tion. 


.Shortly after 2 p.m. crowds 


of shoppers who had swarmed 
into the square were driven out 
along with foreign correspon- 
dents. 


People continued to pile into

ties and Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. will have Pulaski and 
Desha counties on the circuit 
within a week.1 


The project is being pushed 


by the Arkansas Sheriff's Asso- 
ciation which advanced the idea 
at a convention two years ago. 


The eight-county circuit Will 


be tied Jan. 8-10 to the Arlington 
Hotel in Hot Spriiigs where the 
association is holding its 1963 
meeting. It hopes that other 
sheriffs, when they see the cir- 
cuit work at the convention, will 
want it for their, off ices.

tion predicted that eventually 60 
to 70 sheriffs will subscribe to 
the service.

majority after questions were 
raised about whether his outside 
interests conflicted with his offi- 
cial duties or involved other in>

The testimony that Baker kept 


large amounts of cash in his 
office came from Mrs. Gertrude 
C. Novak, a trim, blonde widow, 
of a contractor who was Baker's 
partner in the building of the 
Carousel Motel at Ocean City, 
Md. 


She told of getting .thousands 


of dollars 'from Baker for de- 
posit in the Carousel's account, 
to meet construction costs and 
operating expenses.

Have Survived 
First Bullet

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident John F. Kennedy might 
have survived the first bullet to 
strike him in the Dallas assas- 
sination, a source familiar with 
autopsy findings reports; it was 
the second bullet whch proved 
fatal. 


This source said Tuesday 


night the first bullet fired by 
Kennedy's assassin struck the 
President in the back and did 
not damage any vital organs. 
He said it was not likely to 
have caused death. 


This account of Kennedy's 


wounds differed sharply from 
earlier reports provided by phy- 
sicians who ministered to the 
President shortly after he was 
shot Nov. 22. 


Doctors who attended Ken- 


nedy in the emergency room at 
Parkland Hospital in Dallas 
found two wounds, one in the 
throat and one In the head. 
They expressed some uncer- 
tainty w h e t her both were 
caused by the same bullet. But 
they said that if two bullets 
were involved, either 
wound 


could have been fatal. 


Here is the new account of 


the wounds, as reported by a 
source 
fully 
1 acquainted with 


results of a post-mortem ex- 
aminiation conducted at the 
Bethesdai Md. Naval Hospital 


. The first shot struck Kennedy 
in the .back, made what was 
described as a small, neat hole 
arid penetrated two or three 
inches without damaging vital 
organs. 


The bullet may even have en- 


tered Kennedy's back after first 
glancing off some part of the 
presidential limousine, since its 
penetration was not deep .when 
compared 
wjlth 
the damage 


done by the other shots fired 
bjj;, the assassin. This first taj^ 
let was said to have been the 
one that was recovered from 
the stretcher on which Kennedy 
was carried into the hospital. 


The second bullet to strike 


Kennedy — the third bullet 
fired — left a large hole in the 
back of the President's head, 
destroyed 
considerable 
brain 


tissue and severely damaged 
the f o r e h e a d . This wound 
caused instant death, although 
a faint spark of life may have 
remained for a few minutes in 
the heart and lungs. 


This bullet, the source said, 


was recovered from the limou- 
sine. 


The second shot fired by the 


assassin hit Goy. John B. Con- 
nally of Texas in the chest as 
he turned toward Kennedy aft- 
er the first bullet hit the Presi- 
dent. He was seated in front of 
Kennedy on a jump seat. 


Since there was an interval 


of five or six seconds between 
Kennedy's first and second 
wounds, the new account leaves 
the implication that Kennedy 
might have survived — perhaps 
escaped serious injury 
—had 


he quickly thrown himself to 
the floor of his limousine after 
the first bullet struck. 


It seems apparent, however, 


that the first wound was so 
painful and startling that Ken- 
nedy was unable to react im- 
mediately except to throw his 
hands in front of him. Assum- 
ing the first wound was not 
fatal, Kennedy's life might also 
have been saved had someone 
shielded him or knocked him to 
the floor of .the car in the in- 
terval before he was struck in 
the head. 


Secret Service a g e n t s are 


trained to react in such a 
fashion, but none was close 
enough to the President to in- 
tervene.

Hammond, Ind., was closed 
temporarily because of a chain- 
reaction accident. 


Piercing cold covered most of

Farm Income

national problem to another, 
sits down today with agricul- 
ture loaders in an effort to find 
agreement on ways to avert a 
sharp election-year drop 
in 


farm income. 


Johnson, a rancher himself- 


summoned leaders of six na- 
tional farm organizations to the 
White House to discuss a new 
government wheat program. 


One is needed, says Secretary 


of Agriculture Orville L. Free- 
man, if wheat farmers' incomes 
are not to tumble 3600 million 
next year. 


So far, the major farm or- 


ganizations have been unable to 
agree on a plan. 


The American Farm Bureau 


Federation has been holding out 
against government controls, 
while most of the others have 
endorsed 
production 
restric- 


tions. 


The organizations invited to 


send officials include the Farm 
Bureau 
Federation, National 


Grange, National Farmers Un- 
ion, National Council of Farmer 
Cooperatives, National Farmers 
Organization, and the Coopera- 
tive Lea'gue'of the U.S.A. 


The administration wants ear- 


ly action this year on a wheat 
program, but has not yet an- 
nounced what its proposals will 
be. 


Growers voted in a referen- 


dum last May to reject a strict 
control plan advanced by the 
Kennedy administration. As a 
consequence, wheat prices are 
expected to drop rather sharply 
unless Congress acts. 


Several bills are now pending 


in Congress, all of which pro- 
vide for voluntary controls. 


Freeman told a news confer- 


ence Tuesday that Johnson's 
major purpose in summoning 
the farm leaders to the White 
House was to impress on them 
the need of a common front in 
attacking farm problems. 


Even the Sign 
Was Stolen 


NEW YORK (AP) — After 


four unsolved burglaries in 16 
months, residents of an apart- 
ment building posted this sign 
in the entrance hall: 


"Notice to thieves: others 


have preceded you. All cam- 
eras, hi-fi systems, transistor 
radios, diamond rings, pearls, 
necklaces, as well as worthless 
and worthwhile jewelry, have 
been filched from these prem- 
ises.

Johnson Will 
Talk to Any 
World Leader 


WASHINGTON (AP - pres- 


ident Johnson said today he is 
willing to meet with any world 
leaders — obviously including 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khru- 
shchev — any time he believes 
such 
conferences would 
be 


"fruitful and productive." 


Johnson was asked at a news 


conference to discuss his atti- 
tude toward a possible early 
meeting with Khrushchev. He 
replied with the statement of 
willingness to e n g a g e in 
promising talks — a number of 
which he already has arranged 
with leaders of West Germany, 
Britain, Italy, Canada and Mex- 
ico. 


Reporters were summoned to 


Johnson's office without notice 
for the news conference. Dur- 
ing the half-hour session, the 
President also covered these 
major points: 


—Thomas Mann, the new as- 


sistant secretary of state for in- 
ter-American affairs, will also 
serve as a special assistant to 
Johnson. The President said 
Mann would coordinate all Lat- 
in-American policy, and de- 
clared, "We expect to speak 
with one voice on all matters 
affecting this hemisphere." 


—The Senate action Tuesday 


adding 
$500 million to 
the 


amount voted by the House for 
foreign aid was described by 
Johnson as "very constructive 
and very helpful." 
He 
ex- 


pressed 
confidence that 
he 


could be satisfied with any ap- 
propriation that was the consi- 
dered product of both houses of 
Congress. 


—Johnson expects to fly to 


his Texas ranch with his faim- 
ly next Sunday evening, or 
early next Monday, to spend 
the Christmas holiday. 
The 


President said he "might even 
go hunting" on the ranch, and 
that he has a desire to "go into 
the /hills and commune with 
myself." 


Machinists 
End Threat 
of Strike 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The' 


threat of a strike that could 
have shut down United Air 
Lines during the Christmas hol- 
idays ended early today when 
the airline and the AFL-CIO 
Machinists Union agreed on a 
new contract.

chinists vice president, immed- 
iately telegraphed the 38 locals 
at United bases across the na- 
tion calling off the strike that 
had been set for just after mid- 
night tonight. 


A union spokesman said the 


settlement was more liberal 
than the contract 
negotiated 


last week with Braniff Airways. 
This agreement with Braniff 
had been hailed by the union as 
a "major breakthrough" in air- 
line negotiations. 


The machinists 
said 
they 


hope to have the 13,000 union 
members who work for United 
complete voting on their new 
contract before Sunday. 


The new United package calls 


for a 39-cent-an-hour wage in- 
crease in three stages. When 
the final increase takes effect 
on Jan. 1, 1965, United mechan- 
ics will earn $3.52 an hour. 


A Machinists spokesman said 


this is the same maximum 
Braniff 
mechanics 
achieved, 


but United's \^ages were lower 
to begin with. 


This tops the recommenda- 


tions of a presidential emergen- 
cy board for a 36 cent an hour 
increase for most employes and 
30 cents for the remainder.

•adjoining streets, never having 
seen an angry demonstration of 
foreigners against Russians* 


MOSCOW (AP)-About 
four 


hundred Ghanian students dem- 
onstrated in front of their em- 
bassy today to protest against 
the death of a student they said 
had been killed by a Russian. 


The students placarded the 


embassy with signs. One of 
them, carrying the words "Rus- 
sian friendship," showed an 
African student with a knife 
driven into his back. 


The dead student was Asare 


Addo, but demonstrators could 
not say when or where he had 
been killed or under what cir- 
cumstances. 


Some of the students said So- 


viet authorities had issued a 
statement saying Addo died of 
natural.causes, but they disput- 
ed this. 


It was the second protest by 


African students in a Soviet bloc 
country this year. In February, 
several hundred rioted in Sofia, 
Bulgaria, when police broke up 
a demonstration protesting a 
government ban on an African 
students' union. Many of the 500 
African students in Bulgaria left 
the country. 


The Soviet Union also has had 


troublesome incidents from time 
to time involving African and 
Asian students.

Rumors that war was immi- 


nent were heard everywhere in 
the colonies during the early 
months of 1775, and the Sons of 
Liberty were mobilizing, collect- 
ing arms and drilling. But when 
British troops actually fired at 
Massachusetts militiamen in the 
little towns of Lexington and 
Concord on Wednesday, April 
19, people were stunned, then 
fearful. 


Nowhere was tension greater 


than in New Haven. Members 
of the Second Company of Con- 
necticut Footguarcls, a two- 
month-old militia group, assem- 
bled on the green the afternoon 
of Saturday, April 22. A large 
crowd gathered to watch the 
troops parade. The militiamen 
—Yale students and merchants, 
clock workers and apprentices- 
were cheered as they took their 
places in the ranks, and the 
fledgling soldiers, wearing tu- 
nics of similar cut and carrying 
an assortment of muskets and 
llong rifles, tried to present a 
' military appearance. 


The cheers grew louder when 


Benedict Arnold appeared on 
horseback, followed by his wife 
and sons. Benedict had been 
elected captain of the company 
in March. Dressed now in a 
uniform of his own design, he 
looked the part of a great war- 
rior in his plumed helmet, scar- 
let coat and white breeches. He 
leaped off his horse, helped 
Margaret from her 
carriage 


and kissed her. Then, after hug- 
ging his children, he remounted 
and rode to the middle of the 
Green, where several of the 
city's 
leading Patriots 
were 


gathered. David Wooster, ap- 
pointed by the colonial assembly 
in Hartford to the post of com- 
mander of Connecticut militia, 
was dressed in the faded uni- 
form he had worn during the 
French and Indian War. Others 
including the Rev. Jonathan 
Edwards and Roger Sherman, 
leader of the minority faction of 
the city council which had ad- 
vocated independence, were in 
civilian attire.

A U.S. Embassy official said 


late Tuesday that the govern- 
ment had intervened, through 
the health ministry, when ear- 
lier attempts to evacuate the 
Rydal, Pa., brunette by the tiny 
medical helicopter available at 
Nowy Sacz failed. 


Attendants were unable to get 


Miss Gould in the medical heli- 
copter because of a bulky plas- 


ter cast which covers her body 
from her chest down. 


Miss Gould was knocked un- 


conscious suffered fractures of 
both thighs and one elbow, a 
dislocated hip and numerous 
cuts and bruises when she hit 
a post while practicing Sunday 
on her solo toboggan. She had 
been competing in the sport only 
four months.
